asserted, and are free only in the 
degree in which the society is 
free.

ties to a conflict seek it," Spald- 
ing continued. 


Must Recognize Gulf 


"We (must) recognize that the 


great ideological

freedom of inquiry

earn year. We cannot bridge the 
gulf if our structure has no rest- 
ing place on the far side. 


"These things being true, we, 


too. must have articles of faith. 
As educators, we must make sure 
that schools of all kinds develop 
faith in and devotion to the free- 
dom which we cherish." 


When we fulfill our duty to de- 


velop and improve our students, 
he said, "we insure the continu- 
ance of our great heritage of free- 
dom." 


Need Academic Freedom 


Spalding said that when teach- 


ers have discharged their respon- 
sibilities, they 
have 
guaranteed 


academic freedom. 


Without academic freedom, he 


warned, it's impossible to develop 
the kind of persons who seek free- 
dom for mankind.

Defeat of DP Bill Un-American 


Not many bills that come before congress draw more 


widespread support than did the measure designed to admit 
an additional 134,000 displaced Europeans into the United 
States. 


It had the backing of many religious groups, of both 


major labor organizations, of countless industrialists and 
leading farm groups. 


The principle of the bill already had been endorsed by 


congress when it approved a proposal last year to allow en- 
try of 205.000 displaced persons over a two-year period. 


Furthermore, the house earlier this session voted to raise 


this total to 339,000. 


Yet in spite of all this the senate has sent the liberaliz- 


ing bill back to committee, thus effectively killing it for 1949. 
The senate accomplished this remarkable flouting of indi- 
cated popular sentiment by a Saturday night vote of 36 to 30 
* * * 


This final chapter is the deplorable outcome of a horri- 


ble sequence of events in the senate. When the fateful vote 
was taken, 30 senators were missing. Most of the absentees 
must have been too tired or too bored to stay on the job. Re- 
sponsible lawmakers could have followed the example of Sen- 
ators Taft and Dulles, who flew to Washington for the vote. 


But what preceded this vote was even worse. Sen. Pat 


McCarran, the Nevada Democrat, who heads the judiciary 
committee which handled the DP bill, flatly refused for 
many months to send it to the floor. 


Later McCarran embarked on a European tour to see 


for himself what the DP situation is. Shortly he declared 
that he found the problem largely cleaned up, with only a 
"hard core' 'of undesirables left in European camps. But 
officials whom he quoted in support of his arguments 
promptly denied the comments attributed to them.

Filibustering tactics by cer- 
tain opponents of the bill quickly discouraged those who 
might overwise have made a sterner fight for passage. 


The 36 senators who killed the DP proposal were a bi- 


partisan group made up of 19 Republicans and 17 Demo- 
crats. So, although a Democrat led the attack all the way, 
the blame for the unhappy result must be borne by both 
major parties. 


Thus far the United States has taken in only about 5 per 


cent of all DP's relocated in new homes. This is hardly a 
performance in keeping with the nation's reputation as the 
generous-hearted friend of the downtrodden of every land. 


The millions of Americans who would like that reputar 
tion maintained must reflect sadly on the manner in which 
Senator McCarran and his 36 colleagues have combined to 
thwart their wishes.

The Illinois revenue department 


said yesterday that through the 
aw it will "take any steps ncess- 
ary" to crack down on large scale 
evasion of the taxes. 


John W. Tinn, superivsor of the 


rules and regulations division of 
the revenue department, said the 
law "will enable us to ascertain 
shipments from other states and 
thereby effectively check persons 
who act as distributors without 
paying the state tax." 


Hit Big Shippers 


But Tinn emphasized that the 


crackdown will be on the big ship- 
per of untaxed cigarets rather 
than the individual small buyer. 


The new law requires persons 


selling cigarets in interstate com- 
merce to furnish the state tax ad- 
ministrator into whose state ship- 
ments are made with a complete 
list of persons receiving the cigar- 
ets, unless the purchaser is a li- 
censed distributor. 


In Springfield, Revenue DireC' 


tor Richard J. Daley said the state 
hopes to swell annual tax collec- 
tions by a million dollars a year. 


Daley said most interstate pur- 


chases by Illinois residents are 
made in Indiana and Missouri. 
Missouri has no state cigaret tax, 
and Indiana's is two cents a pack 
compared with three in Illinois. 


Heretofore, Daley said, informa- 


tion on sales has been available 
from Indiana but not from Miss- 
ouri and other states.

Denver, Oct. 21—(AP)—A mod- 


ern ogranization of Minute Men 
to meet threats of Communist 
sabotage was proposed today. It 
was termed the key to adequate 
security. 


The plan was offered by C. B. 


Lister of Washington, executive 
director of the National Rifle As- 
sociation. Lister helped draft the 
first manual on home guard or- 
ganization in World War IL He 
asked his board of directors to 
help establish a new internal se- 
curity force of civilians in their 
states "while there is time." 


"Russia could cnppie this nat- 


ion in 12 hours \vithout ever using 
an atom bomb," Lister declared in 
an interview elaborating on his 
plan. 


"A lot of talk—and very little 


action—on civilian defense plans, 
centering mostly on disaster re- 
lief, has betrayed the 
average 


American into a sense of security. 


"But the communists could at- 


tack without warning. They could 
do it through their cells scattered 
over the United States. 


His plan provides simply for 


matching each Communist cell 
with a cell—or two cells—of Min- 
ute Men. 


These would be organized m 


every community and every strat- 
egic industrial plant. They would 
be voluntary. Their assignments 
would be to guard familiar objects: 
the highway bridge at the edge of 
town; the dam backing up the res- 
ervoir that provides water for 
their farmlands; the local power 
station; the big transformer at the 
f acton-; 
the 
telephone switch-

The "Split T" offensive forma- 


:ion is the newest and, because of 
the great success of some of the 
teams using- it, the fastest grow- 
ng of the Basic T variations. 


It was devised by Don Faurot 


of Missouri and adopted by Bud 
Wilkinson of Oklahoma, whose 
teams have been very powerful 
with it. 


There are two basic differences 


between the split and regular T. 
First, the linemen are spaced far- 
ther apart. There is a foot be- 
tween the guards ,and center, two 
feet between guards and tackles 
and the ends are another yard out. 
'The fundamental purpose of the 
split is to spread the defense," says 
Wilkinson. "If the defending line- 
men refused to spread to meet the 
split we have an angle to block 
them inside and run around them." 


Quarterback Slides 


Second important difference 


is that the quarterback is a 
"slider" rather than a "spin- 
ner." In the regular T, the 
quarterback takes the ball 
under the center and performs 
most of his maneuvers from 
that spot. In the split T, the 
quarterback "slides" along the 
line of scrimmage to a spot 
behind his tackle and does the 
handing off from there. 
Teams run much more from the 


split T than from the regular set-

Plays Optional 


The fact that so many of the 


plays are optional after the bail 
is snapped caused an odd situa- 
tion at Oklahoma last year.
